Casualty Lists for Three Days 
are Given Out. 


‘Qpdimists Think White's Soldiers 
Made a Sortie, 


Military Writers Wonder Where 
‘Warren is “At.” 


Methuen Well Intrenched at Modder 
River—Dordrecht Occupied by Cape 
Police—War Office More Gen- 
erous With Stale News. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.1 

NEW YORK, Dec. 26. (Copyright, 
1899, by the New York Tribune.—[{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch. ] The Tribune’s 
London war special says that a be- 
lated Christmas message was posted 
at the War Office yesterday afternoon. 
It was the casualties list for three 
days, with four deaths from fever and 
dysentery. Three men were wounded, 
apparently from shell fire, anda sepa- 
rate entry was made of ten killed and 
sixteen wounded in what looked like a 
sortie or reconnoissance last Friday in 
which was engaged the Fifth Lancers, 
who fought so well at Elands Laagte, 
and the remnants of the Gloucester 
Regiment, and Tenth Mountain Bat- 
tery, which were entraped at Nichol- 
son’s Neck. There were no details, 
and it was possible that a British 
gun had burst or that the enemy’s 
gun fire had been sufficiently accurate 
that day to account for so large a 
casualty.list, but the optimists chose 
to infer that White’s men had been 
again showing their mettle by ventur- 
ing outside their lines, especially as 
Lieut.-Col. Fawcett, a Fifth Lancers 
officer, apparently in command, was 
Severely wounded. This regiment was 
stationed at Maritzburg. before’ the 
opening of the war, and has lost 
heavily in officers during the cam- 
paign in Natal. 

Whether the Ladysmith garrison is 
fighting gallantly outside or is ex- 
posed to closer and more destructive 
fire from the enemy’s guns, these 
casualty lists, with their fatal cases 
of typhoid fever, are eloquent appeals 
to the British army beyond the Tugela 
to rescue it. as speedily as possib‘e 
from a prolongation of the siege. The 
relief of Ladysmith has become Bul- 
ler’s first objective point, and every- 
thing else has been sacrificed to at- 
tain that object. The censorship has 
operated to confuse military. writers 
here, who are unable to. tell where 
Sir Charles Warren is, and what has 
been done with five battalions of the 
Fifth Division since their arrival at 
Cape Town. The bulk of that force 
with batteries will turn up in due time 
on the Tuge'a, with Warren in com- 
mand. | 

There is no trustworthy news from 
Buller’s army, and military writers are 
weary of the thankless’ business of 
planning his campaign for him at a 
distance of 6000 miles, especially when a 
frental attack seemed the only re- 
source of British strategy in the field. 
There is a general agreement, however, 
among military men that an attempt 
to force a passage of the river will not 
be attempted a second time near Co- 
lenso until full control of the southern 
bank has been secured. The arrival of 
a siege train is reported at last. The 
Cape Town military authorities have 
at last supplied their army in, Africa 
with a dozen heavy guns, after the 
Boers, have been dragging siege guns 
from Pretoria forts over Upper Natal 
and across the veldt to Magersfontein 
and Mafeking, and _  outclassing the 
British horse and field artillery. It is 
not yet cledr whether Methuen or Bul- 
ler will make use of their guns in at- 
tacking the strongly-fortified positions 
in front of them. 

The War Office also gave out a 
Christmas message from Cape Town 
which was evidently meant for Lans- 
downe and Wolseley, but was. posted 
in order to relieve public uneasiness. 
Forrestier-Walker reported that there 
was no change at Modder River, where 
Methuen was well entrenched and un- 
disturbed, and that Dordrecht had been 
occupied by 150 Cape police, the Boers 
having retreated. Summaries like this 
are received nightly at the War Office, 
but are not made public because the 
officials consider it their privilege to 
know some things which the newspa- 
pers cannot supply. The exception in 
giving this summary is proof that the 
War Office can furnish every day, if it 
chooses, definite information about the 
campaign which will not be of any 
value to the enemy if telegraphed back 
to South Africa, yet will help to clea; 
the air at home where newspaper read- 
ers are confused by belated disptaches 
fully a week old, bearing the marks 
of the censor’s blue pencil. . 

Cronje knew Christmas night that 
Methuen was well intrenched at Mod- 
der River, dnd the Free State leaders 
confronting Gatacre were also aware 


that Dalgety had occupied Dordrecht, 


and there was no reason why English 
readers who were following the for- 
tunes of their soldiers with intense in- 
terest should not have been taken into 


the confidence of the War Office, and | 


allowed these two glimpses of the situ- 
ation in the west and south. Similar 
information could be provided officially 
every day by the War Office, and it 
would be much more wholesome diet 
than the newspapers are allowed to 
supply under the restraint of censor- 
ship. The military authorities have vir- 
tually gagged and bound special corre- 
spondents, and the news agencies have 
considered their responsibilities to the 
public fully discharged by the publica- 
tion of badly-written bulletins from the 
battlefield and the subsequent casualty 
lists, yet these are the days when Eng- 
lishmen are living from day to day on 
the bread they earn, and on the war 
news which they see in the newspapers. 
There would be less fretting over the 
censorship which paralyzes the news 
functions of the English press if there 
were less red tape and more common 
sense in the War Office. 

The last reservists of all arms and 
branches of the service were called 
upon yesterday to rejoin their colors. 
When this summons has been answered 
it will be possible to judge of the affec- 
tiveness of the mobilization scheme as 
a whole, but apparently military au- 
thorities have been oversansuine in as- 
suming that three army corps can be 
recruited from the first line of reserves. 
They will certainly have two, but the 
third will have to be pieced: out with 
militia and volunteers. Jt has also be- 
come apparent that the militia, which 
has a paper strength of 110,000 men, in- 
cludes 30,000 men of the regular army 
reserve, and is scaled down to 80,009. In 
an emergency like the present one, at 
least 30,000 men have appeared in two 
places as reserves, and a false impres- 
sion of the country’s military reserves 
has been created. Lord Stanley has 
accepted a position on Roberts's (staff, 
and will retire from Parliament. This 
adds another to the long list of heirs to 
great titles who are serving their coun- 
try at the theater of war. The pa- 
triotism of the classes has been equal 
to all requirements of a dangerous sit- 
uation. Equally sturdy is the loyalty 
of the masses, which is the theme of 
every music hall and theater on box- 
ing night.

MORE DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

{A. P. NIGHT REPORT: 

LONDON, Dec. 27, 4:50 a.m.—[{By 
Atlantic Cable.] Dispatches from South 
“Africa are still greatly delayed; but 
they are arriving more freely, which 
shows that the eensorship has been 
relaxed. There appears to be no great 
change in the situation. 

A dispatch from Lorenzo Marquez, 
dated Thursday, December 21, gives 
the following from the Boer head 
laager, dated Tuesday, December 19: 

“The British naval guns at Colenso 
have been cannonading Bulwer bridge 
over the Tugela River with a view of 
smashing it. The bombardment of 
Ladysmith is proceeding slowly. Gen. 
Joubert has arrived here, and has been 
accorded a-hearty welcome. He ad- 
dressed the burghers December 18, 

“More British prisoners have been 


sent to Pretoria, including Col. Bul- 
lock, Maj. Walters, Maj. Baidwark, 
Maj. Foster, Capt. Dick, Capt. N&rtein,

A dispatch to the Daily News from 
Ladysmith, dated friday, December 15, 
by heliograph, says: ‘Another .sortie 
last night. Gen. Hunter, with 500 vol- 
unteers, destroyed one 6-inch Creusot 
gun, one howitzer and one Maxim. One 
Briton killed. The Boer gunners flied.” 

There is an idea in some quarters 
that Gen. Buller’s destruction of Tu- 
gela bridge means an attempt to head 
off the Boers now south of the river, 
but the general opinion is that the 
British will not make any serious 
move, pending the arrival of Lord 
Roberts. 

The newspapers continue to actively 
discuss and criticise the management, 
or, rather, mismanagement of the cam- 
paign. The advent of horse sickness 
draws increased attention to the ques- 
tion of transports, and the .want of 
wagons which may tie the British 
forces to the railways. 

The Daily Chronicle says: ‘Plenty of 
wagons could be obtained from the 
United States, but the government, with 
very indiscreet patriotism, has refused 
to avail themselves of the opportunity. 
It would have been better if the au- 
thorities had followed Lord Kitchener's

The Times editorially attacks the ad- 
ministration of the War Office, calling 
attention to the correspondence  dis- 
closing “glaring defects,’ and declaring 
that the British army is being managed

Dispatches from various points indi- 
cate the steady growth of the Dutch 
disaffection. The (ape Town corre- 
spondent of the Daily Chronicle reports 
the discovery of a plot to connive at the 
escape of Boer prisoners. The Times 
advises stern treatrnent of the disaf- 
fected Dutch colonists, and the enforce- 
ment of the penalties of treason against 
persons and property. 

The Sixteenth Lancers’ will go to 
South Africa from India at the special 
request of Lord Roberts, even after 
the government hai decided that no 
more troops should be withdrawn from 
India. The War Office has nominated 
Sir William Stokes as consulting sur- 
geon to the South African forces. He 
will leave Dublin for the Cape in a 
few days. 

Lord Somerset writes to the Times 
urging the seizure of Lorenzo Marquez 
and its retention, if necessary, until the 
end of the war, in order to prevent the 
landing of war material for the Boers. 

The transport Tantallon Castle has 
arrived at Cape Town with a number 
of howitzers and rapid-fire guns, which 
Gen. Buller urgent'y needs. The gov- 
ernment has chartered the Lake Erie 
of the Elder Dempster & Company's 
line, it was built for the Canadian mail 
service.

Hotel Hemet, the Hemet fiour mill, the 
Johnson Block and Weber Bros.’ de- 
partment store, were, the most dam- 
aged by the Christmas quake. Large 
pieces of the walls of the mill and 
IJchnson Block fell down. Families were | 
living in the latter, and the bed of one 
could be seen at the edge of the second- 
story floor, where the wall had fallen 
out. Part of the upper front wall of the 
mill fell in part fell out. More 
wall fell. Christmas night. 

Frank Robinson, a clerk at the Hotel 
Hemet, had his leg injured by bricks 
from a chimney, which fell through 
the roof of his room, filling his bed 
and one end of the room. Another 
chimney fell through the roof into a 
room occupied by Mrs. J. A. Byrne and 
little son, partly covering the bed. Both 
escaped with but slight injury. The 
laundry-rcom received another chim- 
néy. A large part of the veranda reof 
fell down. A Zigzag crack, over an 
inch wide, runs up the east wall near 
the entrance. The building will prob- 
ably have to be torn down, No one 
sleeps in it now. 

Weber Bros. are moving out of their 
building. It was one story in height 
and built with bricks from the hospital 
which burned recently. The walls are 
not safe. The McKee building, occu- 
‘pied by H. Parker, general merchandis:, 
lost a portion of the top of the front 
wall. The new Whittier building, con- 
sisting of Prugh’s store, the Bank of 
Hemet and the Lake Hemet Water and 
Hemet Land Company’s offices had fire 
walls shaken down on one side and 
cracked on the other. Prugh had just 
moved in from the Johnson Block. The 
other part was unoccupied, except by 
the bank vault.

The losses cannot be much less than 
$60,000, which is total, owing to the fact 
that nothing but fire policies were car- 
ried. Word has been received from 
Riverside and other towns that all pe- 
cuniary aid necessary will be advanced.

ABOUT A RAID INTO CANADA: 


CAPITAL OFFICIALS DISCREDIT 
FENIANS’ INVASIONS. 


Yarns Probably Set Afloat to 
Frighten the Canucks into Keeping 
Their Troops at Home—Prompt Re- 
pressive Measures Will Be Taken in 
“Case Rumors Prove True, 


P. DAY REPORT] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—The al- 
leged attempts in different parts of the 
country to organize Fenians for a raid 
into Canada have not as yet been 
drawn to the attention of .the State 
Department, and nothing is known 
upon the subject beyond the matters 
set out In the newspaper publications. 
The officials do not give the slightest 
credence to the stories, and are of the 
opinion that the purpose in setting 
them afloat is to frighten the Canadians 
into keeping their soldiers at home. 

Ambassador Pauncefote is too well 
experienced in American matters. to 
make this the basis of official repre- 
Sentations at this stage, and, indeed, 
1t is sald at the State Department, he 
has not even found it necessary to 
remonstrate against the alleged viola- 
tion of neutrality in the reported re- 
cruiting of soldiers for the Boers 
Within the | mits of the United Staies. 
It is suggested that the explanation 
for. this attitude is a preference on the 
part of the British to deal with such 
persons as may enlist here for the Boer 


army after they leave the United 
States. And it is not doubted that all 


of these movements that really prom- 
ise to amount to anything are being 
fully and closely watched with a view 
to catching the volunteers at some 
convenient point by a fleet cruiser. 

Should it turn out that a Fenian 
movement, of the kind alleged to ex- 
ist, is actvally discovered and brought 
to the attention of the United States 
government, sharp and prompt re- 
pressive action will be taken not only 
to prevent the violation of the neu- 
trality laws, but also to save the raid- 
ers themselves from such consequences 
as would surely follow their actions. 
The talk of a Fenian raid is well cal- 
culated to cause alarm on the Canadian 
side of the -border, as the people: of 
that section were greatly agitated dur- 
ing the former Fenian excitement. Al- 
though an actual movement occurred 
then, the chief trouble occurred -over 
alarming reports. of invasions which 
never took place. Something of a 
panic took possession of the Canadians 
on the border, and many women buried 
their valuables on the islands of the 
border rivers.

MEETING AT BOSTON. 

COL. SCANNEL THE LEADER. 

{[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

BOSTON, Dec. 26.—A movement look- 
ing to the invasion of Canada by the 
Fenians and the advanced Irish Na- 
tionalists had been agitated for some 
time by leaders of these organizations 
in and around Boston. Col. Roger 
F. Scannel, who has been identified 
with Irish agitations for many years, 
said today that there was to be a 
meeting of prominént Irish National- 
ists in Philadelphia next Sunday or 
Monday to discuss the queston of in- 
vading Canada. 

“This meeting,” Col. Scannel says, 
“will be followed by another in Bos- 
ton, when reports to the Philadelphia 
meeting will be made by Boston dele- 
gates.” Col. Scannel says the pres- 
ent would be a good time for the in- 
vasion as the troops of Canada are 
being sent away to take part in the 
African war. 

“It has been agitated for years,” 
continued the colonel, “that Canada 
should be either annexed to the United 
States or should have an independent 
government of her own. The present 
African war will, in my opinion, see 
the first break in the British ¢mpire. 
With an army of 10,000 Irish Nation- 
alists engaged in the invasion of Can- 
ada, it would make things interesting 
for the English government.” 

Referring to the Fenian invasion of 
Canada of many years ago, Col. Scan- 
nel said that it was a failure, because 
there were too many generals and colo- 
nels, and no discipline. This would 
not happen now, he said, since the 
men are well organized all over the 
country, and have confidence in their 
leaders. 


NO BRITISH PROTEST. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—The Brit- 
ish Ambassador, Lord Pauncefote, has 
made no protest to the authorities here 
relative to the reported organized 
movements in various parts of the 
country in behalf of the Boers, in- 
cluding the alleged Fenian movement, 
although these matters were subjects 
for decision between Secretary Hay 
and the Ambassador as late as this 
afternoon. The only attention which 
the embassy is giving to these reports 
is to keep advised through the British 
Consuls at various points as to any 
movements of importance. Thus far, 
however, nothing has come from the 
Consuls to indicate that any of the 
movements were more than local and 
trifling. All of the advices show there 
has been nothing in the way of a gen- 
eral organization. 

As is usually the case in case of war, 
the British officials receive many let- 
ters, offering to disclose secret move- 
ments or to sell balloons, explosives or 
other novel war inventions. But as 
most of these are anonymous, they re- 
ceive no attention.

GREAT BRITAIN SAID TO HAVE A 
CAPT. DREYFUS. 


Clubmen Say the General Warned 


Great Britain Against Attacking the 


Wily Boer and Claim That the Sol- 
dier Was Criticised for Telling the 
Truth Regarding Enemy’s Strength. 


[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from London says it ap- 
pears that a storm is brewing on the 
subject of the course of the govern- 
ment toward Gen. Sir William Butler, 
whose conduct at the outset of the war 
met with such criticism. It is: said 
that Gen. Butler previous to the war 
sent a series of dispatches warning the 
government against attacking the 
Boers, giving details of their condition 
for war which have been verified by 
recent events. But his dispatches were 
very distasteful to the government, 
and were: put away out of sight, and 
Gen. Butler was harshly criticised. 

Gen. Butler, it seems, drew attention 
to the way in which the English were 
misled by the blindness of the’ intelli- 
gence department, which, from what 
has taken place, was totally unaware 
of, or purposely misinformed by the 
Boers as to their arms and numerical 
strength. 

It “a well known here that the Brit- 
ish agents of the intelligence depart- 
ment were sent from time to time to 
time to find out what the Boers were 
doing in the way of armament. The 
Boers knew all about it, but simulated 
naivette and conducted the visitors 
round forts which they chose for their 
own purposes where old guns were set 
up and shown with an affectation of 
pride by President Krugers men who 
were cunning enough to inspire stran- 
gers by their plausibility. 

Thus the British Intelligence De- 
partment received the most minute 
reports of the caliber, range and num- 
ber of the cannon possessed by_ the 
Boers, but were merely gulled by the 
wily burgher. The real guns, with 
which the war is conducted, the Creu- 
sotes and Krupps, were so carefully 
hidden that scarce a soul outside of 
the immediate circle of the govern- 
ment knew of them. The English 
government sent out guns equal in 
caliber to what the agents had been 

llowed to see. 
ae the same view it is thought that 
the Boers understated their numerical 
forces and small arms. It is under- 
stood that all these things ,were told 
to the home government Gen. 
Butler, with the result that Butler 
was @alled disloyal and pro-Boer, and 
rabid papers demanded his degrada- 
tion. 

But since the war began, people who 
know the contents of Gen. Butler’s 
dispatches have come forward and 
asked that they be published. The 
attention of members of Parliament 
has been called to the matter and 
when the Commons assemble in six 
weeks’ time demands will be made for 
the publication of the dispatches. 

f it be asked why Gen. Butler did 
not speak out, it must be remembered 
that he is a military man in a high 
position and says: “My lips are 
sealed,’ but the wabject is now oc- 
cupying the club gossips.

SITUATION AT THE FRONT. 


FRENCH MAKES AN ESCAPE. 

LONDON, Dec. 26.—[By South Afri- 
can Cable.] The latest cable dispatches 
from South Africa show that the situ- 
ation at the front is practically un- 
changed. With the exception of desul- 
tory artillery practice, to which the 
Boers do not reply, the British con- 
tinue to “mark time.’ 

The Boers heavily bombarded Lady- 
smith for a couple of hours Decem- 
ber 16, the day after the battle of 
Tugela River, but little damage was 
done. They killed one man and 
wounded two men of the garrison. 

Advices from Cape Town say the 
New Zealanders with Gen. French at 
Naauw Poort were in a tight corner 
December 18. They were nearly sur- 
rounded by Boers, and retired under a 
hail of bullets fired at short range, 
but sustained little loss. 

Among the Boers killed at Stormberg 
were many of that locality who had 
joined the Orange Free State forces.. 

Several newspaper. correspondents 
have returned to Cape Town from the 
Modder River, apparently confirming 
the belief that an immediate advance 
of the British is projected. | 

The. War Office has received the fol- 
lowing dispatch from Cape Town, 
dated December 25: “There is no 
change in the situation at Modder 
River. Gen. Methuen is well in- 
trenched, and the Boers have not dis- 
turbed him. Gen.. Gatacre reports that 
a force of 150 police have occupied 
Dordrecht, the Boers retreating with 


no loss.”’ 


The War Office has received a dis- 
patch from Pietermaritzburg, Natal, 
dated Sunday, December 24, announc- 
ing that in an engagement at Lady- 
smith, December 22, Maj. A. C. King, 
Capts. Wathen and Oakes and Lieut. 
Hulse and Lieut-Col. Fawcett were 
wounded, and that nine non-commis- 
sioned officers and men were killed 
and ten wounded. This battle had 
not been recorded before this. 

A cable dispatch from Cape Town, 
dated Wednesday, December 20, says 
that glanders has broken out among 
the American mules, of which there are 
1100 at the Stelenboch remount farm. 
Twenty-six of the mules have been 
killed and seventy-eight have been 
isolated. The desperate disease is 
spreading. 

Three members of the Cape Town 
Parliament are alleged to be impli- 
cated in treason and one of them is 
said to have presented a Free State 
flag to a Boer commander, at the same 
time expressing the hope that he 
would carry it to glory and victory. 
Another member of Parliament is said 
to be recruiting for the Boers. In 
addition the wealthy farmers are now 
aiding the invaders.

CHINESE-MEXICAN TREATY. 


NEGOTIATIONS CONCLUDED AND 
THE DOCUMENT SIGNED. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—The nego- 
tiations, which have been in progress 
for some time between China and 
Mexico, for a general treaty of trade, 
navigation and immigration have been 
brought to a successful conclusion here, 
and the formal signing of the docu- 
ment completed at the Mexican Em- 
bassy, Sefior Aspiroz, the Mexican Am- 
bassador signing for his country, and 
Minister Wu Ting Fang for China. The 
ceremony was witnessed by the staffs 
of the Mexican Embassy and the Chi- 
nese Legation, and was followed by 
hearty felicitations on both sides, as 
this is the first treaty ever entered into 
between the countries. 

Three copies of the instrument were 
executed, one in Chinese, one in Span- 
ish and a third in English. This is a 
departure in diplomatic usages, as the 
extra copy is usually in French, that 
being the recognized language of diplo- 
macy. In this case, however, it was 
determined that English should be the 
official text for determining any differ- 
ences of construction between the 

ext. 
feature of the treaty is in 
establishing relations between China 
and Mexico, thus giving promise of the 
development of trade relations between 
them. Each side is given “favored na- 
tion” treatment in the matter of im- 
ports, and Mexico is to have “extra 
territoriality’ in China, the same as is 
now enjoyed by other first-class powers. 
Immigration of the citizens of the two 
countries is left unhampered and un- 
der this provision it is expected the 
latent resources of Mexico will be de- 
veloped by Chinese labor. The signed 
copies of the treaty have now been for- 
warded to China and Mexico for ratifi- 
cation.

The German government has 
definitely abandoned all idea of ac- 
quiring the Danish West Indies, either 
by purchase from Denmark or other- 
wise.

The German Embassy in Washington 
has left no doubt that any such at- 
tempt would be looked upon by the 
Americans as an unfriendly act, and 
as a serious infringement of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine. According to the same 
authority the reports that Denmark is 
negotiating to sell the island to the 
United States are entirely premature 
or without foundation.

NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says 
members of the Senate Committee on. 
Privileges and Elections declare that 
they will carry on the investigations of 
Senator Clark’s case without regard to 
the decision of the Montana Supreme 
Court under which John P. Wellcome 
was disbarred from practice on charges 
of bribery in connéction with Senator 
Clark’s election. 

“We sit as a court,” said one of the 
members, “and we consider all the facts 
bearing upon these contest cases in a 
purely judicial manner. Even if the 
Supreme Court had declared that Clark 
himself was guilty of attempts to 
bribe, or whatever they charge him 
with, we could pay no attention to it.

PACIFIC CABLE OPPOSITION. 


SPANISH GRANTEE’S MONOPOLY. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—[Exclusive 


- Dispatch.] It is possible that private 


interests may attempt to delay the 
construction of the Pacific cable, just 


as they obstructed the construction of 


the Nicaragua Canal. The Eastern Ex- 
tension Cable Company, which appears 
to be an outgrowth or offshoot of the 
Hongkong Cable Cmpany, will protest 
against any rights being given by Con- 
gress to any other company or party 
to land a cable at Manila or any part 
of the Philippine Islands. 

This company is acting under a grant 
of the Spanish government made less 
than two years ago, which would ap- 
pear to give it a monopoly for fifty 
years. It is said the Eastern Exten- 
sion Cable Company would surrender. 
the concessions and privileges for $1,- 
000,000. In fact, it is not improbable 
that it would be very much pleased to 
do so. 


CURRENCY BILL PLANS. 
NO REPUBLICAN AMENDMENTS. 
[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island, who

_ Currency Bill in the Senate, will try |.

In 
this way much time will be saved, and 
the Republicans will be able to present: 
at all times a united front to the op- 
position. The leaders believe they can 
carry out their programme. | 

Once the bill is in conference, the 
Republican conferees from the two 
houses can get together and draft the 
final compromise measure which will 
be agreed to by both houses and will 
become a law. There is every proba- 
bility that this measure will resemble 
the Senate bill more than the House 
bill. It is expected to contain the Sen- 
ate refunding feature, and the House 
provision authorizing the establishment 
ef national banks with $25,000 capital. 

It is probable that the conferees 
will decide to incorporate in the bill 
the provision recommended by Con- 
troller Dawes, to so modify the pro- 
vision that national banks may issue 
currency up to the par value of the 
bonds deposited, so as to make 10 per 
cent. of that circulation an emergency 
circulation. This is to be done by im- 
posing a tax of 3 per cent. on the addi- 
tional 10 per cent. the banks are to be 
allowed to issue. 

While Republican leaders hope to be 
able to prevent the offering of amend- 
ments from their side of the chamber, 
except by Senators Wolcott and Chand- 
ler, who oppose the bill, they will be 
unable to control the Democratic side, 
and many amendments are expected’ 
from that quarter. This will give more 
political significance to the debate in 
the Senate than attended the discus- 
sion in the House. 


PENSION CLAIMS. 


DISABILITIES TEMPORARY. 
[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
claims for pensions on account of the 
Spanish war are being filed much more 
rapidly than was the case just after 
the civil war. This is attributed by of- 
ficials of the pension office to the 
greater activity of pension agents. 

About two thousand Spanish war 


claims have been filed. Many of these 


will be disallowed as being for minor 
disabilities of a temporary character. 
Only about twelve hundred claims have 
been acted on, as Commissioner Evans 
is taking up only claims for gunshot 
wounds, claims for widows and a few 
other urgent cases. All minor-disabil- 
ities claims will be required to take 
their turn with other cases. 

The proportion of claims to the num- 
ber of men enlisted varies greatly in 
different regiments, due, it is said, in 
large measure, to the varying activity 
of pension agents in the localities from 
which the regiments came. The Sev- 
enty-first New York is among the rez- 
iments which have filed fhe largest 
number of claims, 311 having been 
made up to December 15.

CABINET IN SESSION. 


RETURN OF SPANISH SOLDIERS. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.} 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—At the 
Cabinet meeting today it was decided 
to construe that portion of the treaty 
with Spain regarding the return of 
the Sapnish soldiers and prisoners of 
war in the most liberal way. By the 
terms of the treaty the United, States 
agreed to transport all Spanish sol- 
diers and prisoners of war serving in 
the conquered territory to Spain. Quite 
a number of disputed questions have 
been raised in connection with the re- 
patriation of the Spanish soldiers serv- 
ing in the Philippines, and they have 
been the subject of considerable cor- 
respondence between Gen. Otis and 
the Spanish representatives at Manila. 
After discussing the question today 
the Cabinet decided to stretch the 
language of the treaty not only to 
cover all Sapnish prisoners in the 
hands of the insurgents who are now 
falling into our hands, but their fami- 
lies and all Spanish civilian officials 
and their families. All will be trans- 
ported to Spain at the expense of the 
United States. Secretary Root has 
no information as to how many Span- 
ish prisoners remain on the islands. 


MOODY’S REMAINS 
IN THE LAST RESTING PLACE. 


FUNERAL LARGELY ATTENDED AT 
EAST NORTHFIELD, MASS. 


Dead Evangelist Eulogized by Revs. 
A. Torrey and Dr. C. I. Schofield. 
Body Viewed by a Large Number of 
His Townsmen—lInterment at Round 
Top—Ira D. Sankey a Pallbearer. 


{[A. P. DAY REPORT.1 
EAST NORTHFIELD (Mass.,) Dec 
26.—Funeral services over the remains 
of Dwight L. Moody were held at the 
Congregational Church today before a 
large audience. Men who for many 


years have been connected with Mr.. 


Moody’s work took part. ner. 
Schofield, D.D., officiated, assisted by 
Rev. A. Torrey, of the Moody Bible 
Institute, Chicago. There were serv- 
ices at the late residence, of Mr. 
Moody early ‘in the day, only rela- 
tives and close friends being present. 
Dr. Schofield read the Scriptures and 
Mr. Torrey offered prayer. 

When the family had withdrawn, the 
corpse, which had been permitted to 
remain upon a leather couch, was 
placed in the casket. The body was 
borne to «the church by about forty 
students from the Northfield Institute. 
biere was raised, white 
roses were sprinkled about the casket. 
Dr. Schofield and Mr. Torrey led the 
procession, while follownig the bier 
came the following honorary pall- 
bearers: Ira D. Sankey and George 
C. Stebbins of Brooklyn; F. C. Morse 
and D. W. McWilliams of New. York; 
Rev. W. J. Herdman and - Rev. George 
C. Needham of Philadelphia. 

The bier was placed in front of the 
pulpit and the lid of the casket was 
removed. A large ‘number of vilr. 
lagers and visitors then began to file 
past the body. Mr.’ Moody’s face 
had every appearance of one enjoy- 
‘ing peaceful sleep. The body re- 
mained on view in the church until 2 
o'clock. ‘ 

At the public funeral service the mu- 
sic w@s rendered by a choir of 150 
students. An invocation was followed 
by the Scripture lesson, read by Rev. 
A. T. Pierson of Brooklyn. Dr. Scho- 
then delivered the. eulogy. He 
said: 

“We are met, dear friends, not to 
mourn a defeat, but to celebrate a 
triumph. ‘He walked with God and 
he was not, for God took him.’ There 
in the West, in the presence of great 
audiences of tens.of thousands of his 
fellows, God spoke to him and called 
ype home. He would have planned 
t so. 

“This is not the time and place to 
dilate upon the life and character of 
Dwight L. Moody. No one will ever 
question that we are today laying in 
the kindly bosom of the earth the mor- 
tal body of a great man. Whether 
we measure greatness by character, 
by qualities of intellect or by things 
alone, Dwight L. Moody must be ac- 
counted great. 

“The basis of Mr. Moody’s character 
genuineness. He had 
an inveterate aversion to all forms 
of sham. unreality and pretense. Most 
of all did he detest religious pretense 
and cant. Along with this fundamen- 
tal quality, Mr. Moody cherished a 
great love of righteousness. His first 
question concerning any proposition 
was, ‘Is it right?’ But these two 
qualities, necessarily at the bottom of 
all noble characters, were in him suf- 
fused and transferred by death. 

“Mr. Moody was in a wonderful de- 
gree brave, magnanimous and unsel- 
fish. Doubtless this unlettered New 
England country boy became what he 
was by the grace of God. The secret 
of Dwight L. Moody’s power lay first 
in a definite experience of Christ’s 
saving grace. He had nassed out of 
death into life, and he knew it: sec- 
ondly, Mr. Moody believed in the di- 
vine authority of the Scriptures. The 
Bible was to him the voice of God, 
and he made it resound as such in 
the consciences of men. Thirdly, he 


was baptized with the Holy Spirit and. 


knew that he was. It was to him as 
definite an exnerience as his conver- 
sion. Fourthly. he was a man of 
prayer. He believed in a living and 
unfettered God. But, fifthly, Mr. 
Moody believed in work; in ceaseless 
effort: in wise provision, in the power 
of organization, of publicity. T like to 
think of Dwight L. Moody in Heaven: 
to think of him with his Lord and 
with Daniel and Fiijah and Paul, Au- 
gustine, Luther, Wesley and Finney. 
“Farewell for a little’ time, great 
heart. May a double portion of the 
spirit be vouchsafed to us who re- 


main.” 

The Rev. Mr. Torrey followed Dr. 
Schofield. His eulogy was based on 
Mr. Moody’s life exemplifying the 
grace of God. Remarks were made 
by Rev. H. G. Weston, of Chester, Pa.; 
Rev. <A. T. Pierson. of Brooklyn: 
Bishop Malialieu of Boston. and Rev. 
J. W. Chapman, of New York. 

The body was then carried to the 
burial place at Roundton. The chorus 
sang, “Jesus, Lover of My Soul.” and 
after prayer and a benediction. the 
body was lowered to its last resting 
place.

BROWNSVILLE (Pa.,) Dec. 26.—The

THREE MORE BODIES FOUND. 
{[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 
BROWNSVILLE, Dec. 26.—With 
sightless eyes peering into the dark 


depths below, the corpse of Andrew 


Forbes, hung for three days and nights 
from a beam half-way up the mine 
shaft of the Braznel mine. The body 
was fifty feet above the level of ‘the 
mine, where it had been blown by the 
force of the explosion. Since the acci- 
dent occurred, living and dead men had 
almost constantly been passing within 
a few feet of the corpse. The accident 
wrecked both cages. One was hastily 
repaired and operated on one side of 
the shaft.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Dec. 26.—One of 
the rnost disastrous floods in the history 
of the State is raging along the Nook- 
eak River in Whatcom county. It is 
estimated that already $30,000 worth of 
damage has been done to the farms and 
buildings in the flooded district, and 
still the waters show no indications of 
subsiding. Five of seven bridges over 
the river have been swept away, four 
of them being iron: 

As yet, the river has* not reached 
previous high-water marks by five 
inches, but the destructiveness of tlie 
flood is accounted for in its suddenness. 
A heavy dewnpour of rain last Wednes- 
day, Thursday and Friday, accompanied 
by a warm chinook wind, which melted 
the snow in the mountains, is assigned 

as the cause of the disaster. 
Heroic efforts were made to save the 
bridges, which were swept away. At 
Everson several freight-car loads of rock 
were dumped in the river, but without 
avail. It is believed that neither rail 
nor wagon traffic across the river will 
be restored within the next ten days. 


BLIZZARD IN ALASKA. 


TRAVEL IS WORST KNOWN. 
{[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Dec. 
26.—Advices from th north today on.the 
steamer Rosalie say that a blizzard 
Was sweeping over Alaska in the vicin- 
itv of Skaguay December 22, when the 
steamer sailed.

SUPREME COURT'S DECISION.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec, 26.—A stat- 
ute of this State defines as a mis- 
demeanor the cutting of a telegraph 
wire. George Davis, a house-mover, 
cut the wires of the Pacific Telephone 
and Telegraph Company in this city

and was arrested for the act. He was 
not convicted, and brought action for 
damages against the company for ma- 
licious prosecution. 

The lower court decided against him, 
and Davis took an appeal to the Su- 
preme Court.

DEPUTY SHOT 
BY AN OUTLAW HE PURSUED.

WILLIAM RAINBOLT PROBABLY 
—~FATALLY WOUNDED. 


Two Cutthroats for Whom Four- 
teen Officers Have Been Hunting are 
Overtaken by Two of the Posse. 
Instead*of Surrendering They Open 
Fire and Then Get Away. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

ENGLE (N. M.,) Dec. 26.—[Exclu- 
Sive Dispatch.] Juan Gonzales, an in- 
telligent Mexican rancher, living in the 
vicinity of Palomas, a Mexican settle- 
ment, twenty-six miles west of here. 
reached this point this afternoon. 
bringing information to the effect: that 
William Rainbolt, chief deputy of Cha- 
vez county, was shot and probably 
mortally wounded in an encounter with 
two desperadoes, for whom he and 
many other deputies have been in pur- 
suit the past few days. Gonzales says 


Rainbolt was brought into Palomas by |. 


one of his assistants, a man named Al- 
len, and that he had been shot twice 
in the chest and has, it is believed, one 
fatal wound. : 

From the story obtained from Gon- 
zales, it appears the chief deputy and 
Allen encountered the two men whom 
they had been trailing on the open 
prairie, and when within convenient 
and halting range, ordered the fugi- 
tives to surrender. Instead, one of the 
robbers immediately whipped out a re- 
volver from its scabbard and fired sev- 
eral shots in quick succession. Two 
of the leaden pellets struck Rainbolt, 
who toppled from his horse. The out- 
laws then galloped away. Allen con- 
veyed his wounded comrade to Palo- 
mas, the nearest settlement, where he 
lies hovering between life and death. 

There being no telegraph facilities to 
the place, full particulars of the cir- 
cumstances are not available now, but 
one of the peace officers will reach here 
on horseback. Fourteen officers have 
been hunting these cut-throats for the 
past ‘twelve days, and the posse has 
been scattered in various directions 
over the plains. Rainbolt was a sin- 
gle man, whose home is in Reswell, N. 
M., and is a popular and fearless young 
officer.

Gainsborough’'s interests, and even 
after that time, though separated by 
a serious quarrel, he still maintained 
an active interest in the painter's cae 
reer, doing him many services anl 
calling attention to the excellence of 
his work. In time Gainsborough’ repu- 
tation attracted the attention of King 
George III. Pictures sent to the Royal 
Academy, and portraits of distin- 
guished men and women gave Gains- 
borough a vogue, so that he felt com- 
pelled to return to London and make 
the most of his talents in a material 
way. Thither in 1774 he went, estab- 
lishing himself in part of a handsome 
residence in Pall Mall. Almost at once 


paint the portraits of himself and the 
Queen: aristocracy followed suit, and 
long the painter was over- 
whelmed with commissions. 

About 1779 .there was produced the 
famous portrait of Master’ Buttall, 
known as “The Blue Boy,”: one of his 
masterpieces, and said at the time to 
have been painted as a practical refu- 
tation of Reynolds’s dictum that in 
the masses of light in a picture the cool 
colors should be kept subordinate. Now 
the lad was clothed in a suit of blue 
from head to foot, and, as there is lit- 
tle warmth in that tone, the success 
of the experiment was somewhat 
against the theories of the older man. 
The story is an interesting one, but it 
is feared there is really little founda- 
tion for it. However, !t is a beautiful 
picture that the man evolved, and it

and for three years he worked at the 
academy, where he fell in with a dis- 
solute crowd, and it is presumed con- 
siderable of his time was wasted with 
convivial acquaintances; these habits 
of conviviality clung to him through 
his later life. That he did work, how- 
ever, there is no Joubt, and, hing 
naturally quick, he accomplished much 
more than the ordinary pupil.

pute, is now owned in this country. All 
this time many landscapes were ex- 
hibited, and the critics were widely 
at variance as to their merits, as were 
the public as well. This was to the 
chagrin of the artist, who desired 
success no less for his work after 
nature out of doors than for his fig- 
uge composition# or portraits: but it 
was not to be, and his ambition in this 
direction was never realized, for, al- 
though the world has come to admire 
his landscape work, it is in portraiture 
that his efforts are best appreciated, 
and on this rests his claim to fame. 
The landscape work shows the inspira- 
tion*of the school of Claud, and is.a 
mingling of the classic with the realis- 
tic. The compositions are somewhat 
conventional, and the forms of the 
trees are nearly always preconceived, 
but the color and the feeling are of 
the first order. Still as compared with 
his portraits, they have neither’ the 
power, the distinction nor the convinc- 
ing qualities that are preéminent there, 
and they must of necessity take second 
place. Of few extravagant habits. 
Gainsborough’s splendid income sufficed 
for all his wants. He spent freely in 
the purchasing of musical. instruments 
for which he had a passion, and at his 
death he left quite a collection; and, 
as has beetm~—said, he was convivial. 
but even in this his extravagance was 


mild. He died in July, 1788, from can- | 
eer. Sir Joshua Reynolds was sent 
for, and fenerously forgetting the 


breach between them, came at once 
and was with him as he passed away. 
His last words were: “We are all go- 
ing to heaven, and Van Dyck is of the 
party.” 

Although exceedingly dexterous with 
his materials, Gainsborough set the 
highest standards for himself, being 
most particular and painstaking in all 
he did. It not infrequently happened 
that he destroyed before his sitters 
portraits that were eminently satisfac- 
tory to them, exclaiming that he could 
not get that which he was after: he 
maintained a most dignified position in 
regard to his art, and his professiona! 
standing, not hesitating to resent ar- 
rogance or familiarity even with the 
most important patrons, many of whom 
were bowed out of the studio never 
to be permitted to reénter under any 
circumstances. He was'‘perfectly de- 
voted to his art, and would often. after 
a hard day’s work, spend the entire 
evening amusing himself painting by 
candlelight.

THE POLICE RACKET. 

The: wheel in the police department 
of the city of Los Angeles took an- 
other whirl yesterday, the result of the 
revolution being the offering and ac- 
ceptance of the resignation of Chief 
Glass, and later the offering of the 
resignations of Messrs. Goss and Pascoe 
of the de facto Board of Police Com- 
missioners, to the City Council, which 
were accepted by that body. 

The resignation of Chief Glass is a 
movement that the people of Los An- 
geles will learn of with sincere regret. 
John M. Glass has been for ten years 
at the head of the police department, 
and, speaking generally, has proven a 
thoroughly efficient officer. Never, 
since the organization of a police de- 
partment in the city of Los Angeles, 
have there been so few scandals therein 

as during the past ten years. This 

is not saying that Mr. Glass has not 
made mistakes, but it is saying that 
he is the best Chief of Police the city 
"has had thus far in its history. 

Having accepted the resignation of 
the de facto Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, the status of that board has 
been acknowledged by the City Coun- 
cil as being the only board that has 
had the authority to do business; con- 
sequently in order to place in office the 
Commission which the Council at- 
tempted to create some weeks ago, 
new appointments were necessary and 
were made. As to the reasons for the 
present move on the part of the old 
board, little need be said. It was a 
clever piece of strategy which the 
members practiced when they caused 
the Council to reverse itself and ac-| 
cept their resignations instead of en- 
forcing their dismissal, according to 
the original programme. To that ex- 
tent Goss and Pascoe are winners. 

Now that the enemies of Chief Glass 
have had their will, it is right up to 
them to find a better man for the place 
than is the strong and able officer who 
moved out of the Chief’s office at the 
Police Station yesterday. hat the 
citizens of this municipality want is 
an honest, effective and dignified ad- 
ministration of the police department. 
The people have no favorites to reward 
in this matter and no friends to 
punish, They simply want the best 
police force obtainable, and a man at 
the head of the force who has _in- 
tegrity of character, courage, firmness 
and executive ability. He need not be 
a Hercules in strength, but he must 
have brains, a capacity for organiza- 
tion, and the gift of commanding men. 
He must ot be a man. who will be 
influenced by the delusion that he is 
to obey the will of the gangs in pref- 
erence to the mandates of law and 
the dictates. of right thinking ana 
loyal acting.

THAT “EARTHQUAKE.” 


The temblor which visited this re- 
gion at an early hour on Sunday morn- 
ng, though not severe enough in this 
ity and vicinity to be worthy of the 
jesignation of earthquake, was, accord- 
ng to the almost unvarying testimony 
ef persons who have spent their en- 
tire lives in this section of the coun- 
try, the severest visitation of its kind 
ever felt here. It is conmimon enough 
to refer to the latest quake as “the 
worst ever known;” but the fact of the 
serious damage done at San _ Jacinto 
ind Hemet tends to show that the 
hake-up of Sunday night was really 
‘he severest ever known in this part 
of the world’ There is no record of so 
serious demage as that at San Jacinto, 
as a result of any previous quake. 

To the minds of some timid persons 
there is something inexpressibly ter- 
cible in thevidea of an _ earthquake. 
They tonnect the word, in their minds, 
with the great Lisbon earthquake ot 
1531, when something like 30,000 lives 
were lost, or with some other great 
seismic disturbance, in which many 
human lives were sacrificed. Viewed 
in.the light of these supreme disas- 
ters, it must be confessed that’ the 
earthquake is one of the most terrible 
of the natural visitations to which the 
carth is subject. But when it is re- 
membered that no portion of the 
earth’s surface is exempt from earth- 
quake shock, and that hardly one 
earthquake in a thousand does serious 
damage to property or causes loss of 
life, it appears that, considered in the 
abstract, this form of visitation from 
the elements is not so. serious, in a 
general sense, as is generally supposed. 

For example: There are more per- 
sons killed by lightning every year, on 
the average, than are killed by earth- 
quake. The same may be said of 
windstorms and of floods, which an- 
nually destroy a large number of lives. 

As stated above, no part of the world 
is known to be exempt from the visita- 
tions of earthquake shocks. The fact 
that any particular area has not been 
thus visited for a long time is not 
proof that it will not be visited. There 
is probably no corner of the earth which. 
has not, at one time or another, felt 
the shock of earthquake. But the 
great majority of these shocks are vir- 

ally harmless, and it is only when 
‘Some severe tremor causes loss of life, 
and so takes on the form of a calamity, 
that seismic disturbances become really 
serious. 


California is about as nearly exempt 


as are most other sections of the United 
States from earthquake shock. Hardly 
a year passes in which the States of 
the East and of the Middle West are 
not visited by temblors of greater or 
less severity, though serious damage is 
seldom done. The great quake at 
Charleston, S. C., a few years ago, was 
of course an exception. That was the 
severest earthquake ever known in. the 
United States. As a general rule, in 
the Eastern States, as on the Pacific 
slight 
tremors, causing no damage worth 
mentioning, beyond the breaking of a 
few dishes, panes of glass, etc. 

A. few years ago, for. some in- 
scrutable reason, California re- 
garded by many eastern people as be- 
ing more subject to earthquakes than 
the Eastern States. Although the 
Charleston calamity showed how ab- 
surd was this supposition, the belief 
was adhered to with singular tenacity 
in some quarters, and there is no 
doubt that many timid people were de- 
terred from coming to this State to 
live through fear that they would be 
destroyed by earthquake. But the 
prejudice against California on _ this 
score has gradually died away, as time 
and observation have demonstrated that 
life and property are as safe from de- 
struction by earthquake in this State 
as in any other State of the Union, 
and that they are a great deal more 
secure from destruction by lightning 
and tornadoes than in any of the States 
of the East or of the Middle West. It 
is true that in mountainous countries 
the frequency of light shocks, or tem- 
blors, is perhaps somewhat greater than 
on vast plains of level land. But, as 
stated, the vast majority of seismic dis- 
turbances are comparatively harmless, 
and the only danger to be feared from 
them is the possible toppling down of 
insecure masonry, which has no busi- 
ness standing, in any case. When the 
almost entire immunity of California 
from all other forms of elemental dis- 
asters is taken into account, the occur- 
rence of an occasional temblor becomes 
a matter of very little consequence in- 
deed; especially as these slight vibra- 
tions seldom damage property or de- 
stroy life. |

“"'Tis true, ’tis pity, and pity ’tis, ’tis 
true.”’ Well then might the player 
folk ask the gods to guide them as to 
what manner of unfamiliar piay they 
shall offer to fix upon the offering the 
attention of this whimsical public. 

“The Winter’s Tale’ is one of the 
most beautiful, strikingly picturesque 
and rich in sentiment of all Shake- 
speare’s matchless dramas. As it was 
given last night by the splendid coterie 
of talent, which is now playing to us, 
it was simply a delight. And so much 
for so much. 

In this play Charles B. Hanford has 
a fine scope for the exploitation of his 
talents and capacity, and as the king 
into whose brain there has been set the 
germ ‘of insanity which becomes a liv- 
ing thing as incubated by the heat of 
jealousy, his work was masterful and 
vitally strong. This player reads the 
master’s lines with a delightful intona- 
tion and a full grasp of the melodic 
sense that is contained in them. Gen- 
erously equipped with a fine stage 
presence and being possessed of a voice 
which at all times indicates reserve 
force and possesses the resonant qual- 
ity to a degree, his work was indeed 
an inspiration to the understanding.

HOPE FOR NEW ENGLAND. 


HER COTTON MILLS NOT HURT BY 


SOUTHERN COMPETITION. 


“There has been much talk of recent 
years of the growing manufacture~ of 
the cotton in the South,” writes John 
Gilmer Speed in Ainslee’s for January, 
“and it has even been intimated that 
the increase in the number of spindles 
in the South was a menace to the in- 
dustry,in the North. Undoubtedly there 
was apprehension in Fall River or 
thereabouts six or eight years ago and 
some capitalists felt the cotton manu- 
facturing property in New England 
was doomed. Such, however, was the 
fear of the timid and the easily scared, 
The cotton industry in New England 
is likely to keep on growing and to 
remain prosperous so long as the world 
demands such a tremendous quantity 
of cotton cloth. 
people of England will feel the pinch of 
Southern competition long before Fall 
River and Providence. But unques- 
tionably the South is to be congratu- 
lated on the brave start that has been 
made in what is in that section a new 
industry. There are one hundred mil- 
lions of spindles in the world. Of these 
17,570,000 are in the United States, and 
3,500,000 are in the Southern States. 
So we see, that while in the country 
17% per cent. of the cotton cloth of the 
world is woven, that in the Southern 
States 20 per cent. of this is made. This 
is more than a beginning. It isa brave 
achievement. But it is silly and timid 
to have fears for New England. New 
England is thousands of miles nearer 
the cotton fields than old England, and 
old England last year made 45 per cent, 
of the cotton cloth of the world, and in 
continental Europe only 311-3 per cent. 
was made. Those are the fields upon 
which the southern industry will en- 
croach, if it must encroach on any, But 
it is likely that the increased consump- 
tion of cotton cloth will. always keep 
up with the increase in the number of 
spindles. There is no fear in the world; 
that is, no reasonable fear, that New 
England will not be able to look after 
herself.

At the final me ting of the de facto 
board of Police Commissioners, held 
yesterday morning, J. M. Glass, who for 
over ten years has held the position of 


Chief of Police, presented his resigna- 
tion, which was promptly accepted. 
The board authorized Capt. Smith to 


act as Chief of Police, temporarily, and 
then wrote out their resignations to the 
Council. 

The Coun¢il yesterday: approved the 
contract Seymour Bros. & Co., to 
take the $200,000 issue of schoo! bonds 
as soon as the Supreme Court shall de- 
clare them legal and binding upon the 
city. The $5000 check presented with 
the bonds was ordered returned. 
° The certified check for $21,000 pre- 
sented by the Adams-Phillips Company

‘ with their bid for the water bonds, was 


ordered returned to the firm by the 
Council. The bid of W. J. Hayes & 
Sons was’ rejected, and the certified 


check for $250 ordered returned. 

Upon recommendation of the Board 
of Public Works, the Council yesterday 
denied the protest against the improve- 
ment of Lake Shore avenue from Boyls- 
ton street to Sunset boulevard. The 
matter will probably be taken into the 
courts. 

The law firm of Camp & Lissner has 
offered to assist the council in com- 
piling the city ordinances and preparing 
a suitable index. A special committee 
consisting of the Legislation Committee, 
composed of Councilmen Toll, Blanch- 
ard and Baker, in conjunction with the 
City Attorney and the City Clerk, was 
yesterday appointed to take action In 
the matter. 

The Police Commission, before step- 
ping out of office, yesterday, revoked 
the license of the notorious “Remember 
the Maine’ saloon at the corner of 
Plaza and Los Angeles streets. Re- 
ports received from. detectives and pa- 
trolmen showed that the place was 
nothing but a dive. 

A large number of items relating to 
street work were disposed of by the 
Council yesterday. Many miscellaneous 
matters were also considered. 

W. R. Blackman, ex-secretary and

SCHOOL BONDs: 
COUNCIL APPROVES CONTRACT 
At the morning session of the Coun- 
e yesterday the City Attorney pre-

sented a contract signed in duplicate 
by Seymour Bros. KYCO., to whom the 
$200,000 issue of school bonds was 
awarded, offering to take the bonds as 
soon as their legality was established 
by the Supreme Court, and they were 


approved by J. F. Dillon. The orig- 
inal bid was par, accrued interest 
and a premium of $3.51 on each $100 


The contract stipulates that Seymour 
Bros. & Co. shall take the bonds upon 


the terms of the bid less a discount 
based on the average life of the 
bonds at the time of their. de- 


livery, as compared With the present 
average life. of the bonds, based on, 
the premium of $3.51 on each $100.) In 
consideration of entering into this con- 


tract, the bond-buying firm was>to 
have their certified check in the sum 
of $5000 returned. 


When it came to a vote on the ap- 
proval of the contract, all the Council- 


men, With the exception of President 
Silver, voted in the affirmative. The 
check will be returned at once. In 
explanation of his opposition to the 
move, Mr. Silver said that he had 


voted against the approval of the eon- 
tract and the return of the check, be- 
cause he believed that when the 
check was. withdrawn the bid was 
Vitiated, and the agreement’ became 
purely a private contract. By this 
means the, bidder was given the priv- 
ilege of withdrawing security, 
While the city was still bound by its 
obligation. In this way the contract 
became an agreement between the 
city and private parties to the exclu- 
sion of other private parties who might 
wish to make an offer for the bonds. 


Councilman Toll asked whether the 
city released in any way its hold on 
the firm by entering into the agree- 


ment. He asked President Silver why 
he believed the contract would be- 
come aéeprivate contract, and said 


that if the Council were voting in the 


dark on the matter he wished to 
know it. 
President. Silver replied that the 


Council had the right to make a pri- 
vate contract, but that he was unal- 
terably opposed to the course sug- 
gested, as it would establish a prece- 
dent, and would open the*tdoor to 
further agreements of a similar na- 
ture. For this reason he believed the 
proposed taction unwise. 


Councilman Toll said that. he had 
not heard of any offers to purchase 


the bonds at private sale, and he did 
not believe that the contract could 
be construed as a private contract, 
but in view of the stand taken by 
President Silver, he .would move to 
reconsider, This motion passed, all 
but Councilman Pessell voting in the 
affirmative. The matter was then 
referred to the City Attorney's office 
for his opinion as to whether the con- 
tract was tantamount to a _ private 
agreement between the city and the 
bond firm. 

At thé afternoon session the City 
Attorney's assistant reported that he 
did not believe the contract a private 
agreement. In the ‘absence of the 
City Attorney the opinion was pre- 
pared by Leslie Hewitt, Esq. After 
reviewing at leneth the proceedings 
which led up to the issue and sale of 
the bonds the opinion says: 

“This contract distinctly relates back 

to the public bidding and sale upon 
Which it is founded, and provides for 
a contingency, which necessitates the 
postponement of the delivery and pay- 
ment to the city of the money for these 
bonds until their validity shall have 
been established, and when the bonds 
are finally delivered to Seymour Bros. 
& Co., under this contract, they will 
be delivered in accordance with their 
bid, made at a public competition 
therefor and not otherwise. 
“A private contract for the sale of 
these bonds would have. been on 
where there was no preceding oppor- 
tunity given to the public to make 
bids, .or where, after .bids have been 
made, the legislative body should dis- 
regard them and proceed to’ make a 
contract for their sale under private 
contract to particular persons, others 
not having“teen given an opportunity 
io purehase, 

“We, therefore, state in answer to 
your question, that, in our opinion, this 
proposed contract is not a private con- 
tract, as distinguished from a sale of 
the bonds by public competition. It 
is simply a plan to consummate a 
public sale of the bonds by a contract 
with the parties whose bid was ac- 
cepted at public sale, and in pursuance 
of the terms thereof.” 

After the opinion was read, President 
Silver asked to see the contract. After 
reviewing its provisions for a moment, 
he said: 

“Aside from the question raised by 
the chair as to whether the agreement 
would be a private contract, the word- 
ing of the contract is so ambiguous 
that it would require a Philadelphia 
lawyer to decipher its provisions, and 
decide whether it requires the bond 
firm to abide by the terms of their 
hid. The return of the check ought to 
he accompanied by the rejection of 
the bid. The exact status of this mat- 
ter ought to be understood.” 


CHIEF GLASS RESIGNS. 
RESIGNATION IS ACCEPVED. 
J. M. Glass tendered his resignation 
as Chief of Police to the Board of Police 
Commissioners yesterday, and it was 
immediately accepted. The action wa¥" 
the last taken by the old board at its 
regular meeting, but it was the most 
important business transacted by the 
board yesterday. It had been intended 
as a surprise,’ both to those who were 
present at the board meeting, and to 
the public, but that such action would 
be taken was no secret to those who 
attended the meeting. That Glass would 
resign had been rumored for several 
days. and on Monday the members of. 
the City Council were informed of it. 
After the resignation of Chief Glass 
and after the adjournment of the 
board. Commissioners Goss and Pascoe 
also sent their resignations to the 
Council. 

The resignation of Chief Glass was 
made without much display, without 
any speech making, without the expres- 
sion of regrets in the form of resolu- 
tions by the commission, and was un- 
accompanied by any spectacular fea- 
tures. At the close of the regular ses- 
sion of the Board of. Police Commis- 
sioners. after all the other busineSs 
had been transacted, Chief Glass asked 
the secretary Whether there was any 
other business to be brought before 
the board. On being informed that there 
was not, Mr. Glass produced a type- 
written document from his pocket and 
handed it to the Mayor, who read it, 
follows: 
“lT hereby tender my resignation as 
Chief of Police of Los Angeles, and in 
doing so desire to thank you for the 
courtesies and favors shown me during 
the time Il have served under you." The 
document was signed “J. M. Glass.” 
(“ommissioner Pascoe moved that the 
resignation be accepted, and Commis-

sioner Goss seconded the. motion. The 
motion was unanimously adopted. 
Capt. Smith,wWwas authorized to act as 
Chief of Police temporarily. In an- 

uncing the vote Mayor Eaton took 

asion to express regret about the 
resignation. Glass then turned over his 
Star, and when the question was asked 
when the resignation was to take effect,

ROUTINE MATTERS. 
COUNCIL'S MISCELLANIES. 

In accordance with the report of City 
Electrician Francis, and the recom- 
mendation of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, the Council accepted the 
police telegraph apparatus recently in- 
Stalled by the Gamewell Fire Alarm 
Telegraph Company.

CERTIFIED CHECKS RETURNED. 

The Water Supply Committee, to 
which the bids for the $2,090,000 issue 
of water bonds were referred, in con- 
junction with other members of the 
Council, have for some time been con- 
sidering in executive session what 
should be done with reference to the 
bids presented. There were but two of 
these bids. One was from W. J. Hayes 
& Sons, offering to purchase’ twenty- 
five bonds of a face value of $1000 for 
par, accrued interest, and a premium 
of $212, with the understanding that if 
certain conditions were fulfilled, the 
rest of the issue was to be turned over 
to them. The other bid was from a 
local concern known as the Adams- 
Phillips Company, which offered for the 
entire issue par, accrued interest, and 
a premium of $7000.

The for- 
mer has advocated that all bids be re- 
jected, and the Council readvertise, 
while the latter, acting under the ad- 
vice of the attorneys for the city, has 
maintained that it was wise to return 
the certified check without rejecting the 
bid of the Adams-Phillips Company. It 
is believed that by so doing the legal 
position of the city will be strengthened, 
or at least such is the advice of City 
Attorney Haas and the associate firm 
of Lee & Scott.

PROTEST DENIED. 
CITY FAVORS THE BOULEVARD. 

Upon recommendation of the Board 
of Public Works, the Council yesterday 
denied the protest of Gen. C. F. A. 
Last, Joe Bayer, R. G. Cunningham, et 
al.. against the improvement of Lake 
Shore avenue from Boylston street to 
Sunset boulevard. The motion was 
made by Councilman Vetter and was 
seconded by Councilman Baker. It was 
passed by a unanimous vote. 

In accordance with a prevalent cus- 
tom, the board had decided not to re- 
port with reference to the matter yes- 
terday, but to keep it under advisement. 
Councilman Baker learned@of this de- 
cision, and at the morning’ session 
moved that the board be requested to 
report on the boulevard project at 2 
o'clock in the afternoon. Councilman 
Pessell alone opposed the motion on the 
grotind that he did not believe that any 
committee should be coerced with ref- 
erence to a matter referred to it by the 
Council. 

Promptly on assembling in the after- 
noon, the report of the board was 
taken up. It stated that in view of the 
fact that the petitioners had a majority 
of the frontage, the protest should be 
denied and the objection overruled. 

The lobby was well filled with rep- 
resentatives of the Northwestern Im- 
provement Association and independent 
property-owners interested in the prop- 
osition to build the boulevard. 

Evidently those who: favored the 
building *of the boulevard were more 
successful, because nothing was said 
on the floor of the Council chamber, 
and the motion was passed without op- 
position. As soon as the result was 
made known the twenty or thirty peo- 
ple in the lobby filed out. On reaching 
the hall the vanguard began an en- 
thusiastic hand-clapping, and those 
still in the Council chamber could not 
resist the temptation to join in the 
general approbation of the action of 
the Council. President Silver sharply 
rapped for order, and soon silenced the 
disturbance.

DIVORCE SUIT. 
WIFE FILES COMPLAINT. 


Mrs. Ida M. Fraser of Pasadena, 
through her attorneys, Hahn & Hahn, 
has filed a complaint in the Superior 
Court, praying that the bonds of matri- 
mony between herself and Dr. J. C. 
Fraser, be dissolved, and that she be 
granted an equitable portion of the 
defendant’s property, together with 
court costs and temporay alimony. 

Among the corespondents named in 
the complaint is Mrs. Lucy S. Scribner 
of New York City, who is said to be 
related by marriage to members of the 
New York publishing house of Charles 
Scribner’s Sons. The defendant’s al- 
leged relations with one Edith Jones 
and one Edith Brown are cited also as 
grounds for:complaint. It is alleged 
further that Dr. Fraser has treated 
plaintiff with almost uniform con- 
tempt, has used profane and insulting 
language toward her, has been violent 
with her, and has, in various other 
ways, mistreated her. 

Mrs. Scribner’s connection with the 
case is dealt with at some length in 
the complaint. It is alleged that Dr. 
Fraser became acquainted with her in 
January, 1893; that, about the month of 
May, 1898, defendant, accompanied by 
Mrs. Scribner, traveled from San Fran- 
cisco to New York City, thence to Gen. 
Wentworth’s hotel in the White Moun- 
tains, at Jackson, N. H., where it is 
related that they stayed until August, 
1893, when Dr. Fraser returned to Pas- 
adena. It is alleged that rMs. Scrib- 
ner paid all of the defendant’s bills 
upon said trip, including tailoring and 
other bills, and, furthermore, that she 
gave him a check for $4000. 

It is stated further, that Mrs. Scrib- 
ner visited Pasadena in January, 1898, 
and remained there until April of the 
same year; that Dr. Fraser visited her 
on an average of once ane and some- 
times several times a day, and that 
he frequently took her out driving. 

The complaint states that the plain- 
tiff begged defendant to cease paying 
so much attention to Mrs. Scribner, but 
that he refused, saying that Mrs. Scrib- 
ner. was a fine woman, and that. he 
could marry her any. time he would 
get a divorce, and that she told him 
she stood ready to go with him any 
time he would leave his wife. 

For a further cause of action the 
complainant charges’ the defendant 
adultery, committed some time during 
the month of August, 1899. 

It is alleged that Dr. Fraser owns 
real estate in Pasadena, mining prop- 
erty and ‘realty in Colorado, and other 
property to the value of nearly $500,000, 
all of which, it is claimed has been 
accumulated since the marriage of the 
plintiff and defendant, and is commu- 
nity poperty. The plaintiff alleges, 
further, that she is in indigent circum- 
stances, and is renting rooms in the 
homestead, for which she receives $6 
per'month. In addition to this amount 
she states that she has received $30 per 
month from Dr. Fraser.

SEQUESTERED SPARKLERS. 


“UNCLE” COHN MOURNING THE 
LOSS OF HIS DIAMONDS. 


Entrusted Them to His Confidential 
Agent, Who Pretended That a Sub- 
Agent Stole Them—N. H. McLean 
Arrested on the Charge of Having. 
Embezzled the Jewels. ’ 


N. H. McLean, who is no stranger 
to the inside of, prisons, was arrested 
yesterday afternoon by police detec- 
tives, on complaint of L. B. Cohn, for 
felony, embezzlement. 

McLean has long been reputed as 
one of the smoothest confidence men 
in the city, but even the police weré 
hardly prepared to believe that he 
was smart enough to bunco so shrewd 
a financier as ‘Uncle’ L. B. Cohn. 

“TUncle’’.Cohn has not been in the 
pawn-broking business all his life for 
his health, or to be played for a 
sucker, but he confesses that the en- 
terprising McLean got the bulge on 
him in a little business transaction in- 
volving diamonds and other jewelry 
of the value of $951. McLean scouts 
the idea that the jewels in question 
were worth any ways near that 
amount. 

“He never pretended to me that the 
stuff was worth more than $566, and 
that sum is a good deal more than its 
real value. He wanted me to work 
the stuff off for about three times what 
it was worth. It is simply a case of 
a Shylock trying to get someone to 
gkin somebody else for him, and get- 
ting skinned himself, Your Honor,” 
said McLean in explanation of the 
charge, when arraigned before Justice 
Morgan. 

The story of the alleged swindle, as 
told by ‘“Uncle’’ Cohn, is to the effect 
that McLean came to him on the 21st 
inst., and represented that he had a 
purchaser for a bill of goods which 
he asked Cohn to deliver to him to be 
sold on commission. As McLean had 
successfully engineered similar sales 
for Cohn previous to this time, Cohn 
let him have the goods, taking there- 
for a receipt reading as follows:

Cohn hastened to the trysting 
place ,and found McLean there, evi- 
dently laboring under great. excitement. 

“T gave those diamonds to the man 
who was negotiating with me for them, 
to take up to the office of a friend of 
his in this building. He said he would 
be back with the money for them in a 
few minutes, and’ told me to wait here. 
I have waited about two hours and he 
hasn’t come yet. I am afraid he went 
‘out at the Third-street entrance. You 
watch here while I go up to investi- 
gate,”” said McLean to Cohn, then dis- 
appeared in the building. About five 
minutes later he reappeared and told 
Cohn that the office was locked and he 
could not find the man who had the 
jewels. 

Cohn thought McLean’s story was 
rather fishy, and accused him on the 
spot of playing some trick. McLean 
affected great indignation at hearing 
his “honor” impugned, and left ‘Uncle’ 
Cohn in high dudgeon. 

Cohn is in good favor with the police 
detectives, by reason of assistance oc- 
casionally rendered the officers in the 
detection of thieves, and recovery of 
stolen property. He accordingly lost 
no time in reporting his suspicions of 
McLean to the police authorities, and 
several detectives were at once de- 
tailed to watch McLean’s movements 
in the hope of finding out what had 
become of the lost jewelry. No clews 
were obtained, however, before lil 
o’clock yesterday morning, when a man 
whose identity Cohn and the police 
have thus far refused to reveal, but 
who is said to have conducted a ‘‘fence”’ 
at one time, but is now doing a legiti- 
mate business, was approached by Mc- 
Lean, who asked him whether he did 
not wish to buy two rings worth $200, 
at a bargain. The man said certainly, 
and after inspecting the jewels agreed 


to. take them at $140. McLean made an 


appointment with the would-be pur- 
chaser at the Office saloon on Broad- 
way, at 3 o’clock in the afternon, when 
the deal was to be closed and the rings 
turned over. 

McLean, believgg that the man he 
was dealing with was _ still doing a 
crooked business, is alleged to have 
confided how he came in possession 
of the rings, and cautioned him not to 
let Cohn hear about it. But as soon 
as McLean’s back was turned the man 
hastened to Cohn’s store and told him 
what had occurred. Cohn in turn in- 
formed the detectives. Consequently 
when McLean drove up to the Office 
saloon in a buggy with a woman at 
3 o'clock, the eyes of three police de- 
tectives were upon him when McLean 
got out of the buggy and the woman 
drove away. McLean then joined the 
man to whom he expected to sell the 
rings and steered him to Hill street 
and down that thoroughfare toward 
Fourth street, the detectives following. 
One door north of No. 8 engine-house, 
McLean and the man turned into a 
stairway where the officers closed in 
on them. 

According to statements of the detec- 
tives, McLean tried to hide the rings 
under the carpet of the stairway, when 


he saw he was cornered, but the act 
wes detected, and the rings were 
seized and identified by Cohn as his 
property. 


After being detained in the detectives’ 
rooms for nearly two hours, McLean 
was arraigned before Justice Morgan 
on the charge of felony embezzlement, 
on a complaint drawn up by Deputy 
District Attorney Willis and sworn to 
by L. B. Cohn. McLean was represented 
by D. C. Morrison, Esq., as counsel. 
He requested the earliest possible ex- 
amination, which was set for Friday 


2 o'clock. Bail was fixed at $1500, 


but owing to the lateness of the hour, 
he was unable to procure bondsmen, 
and wasatherefore locked up for the 
night. 

The.arrest of McLean created no sur- 
prise in police circles, as he has fig- 
ured in the courts a great deal in the 
last few years on criminal charges of 
various kinds. He is an ex-convict. and 
is said to be affiliated with the Poker 
Davis gang.

He 
is allowed to have them tested by an 
expert, but after being pronounced 
genuine, an imitation set is cleverly 
substituted for them and handed to the 
sucker in exchange for his good money.

The depositing of the internal revenue 
payments in banks here continues, and the 
course .of interior exchange is in favor cf 
New York. The quiet course of events in 
boston today was also viewed with much 
satisfaction from Wall street. The conse-

JUST WHAT SOUTH AFRICA IS. 


BIRDSEYE VIEW SHOWING THE 
LAY OF THE LAND. 


Allen Sangree contributes to Ainslee’s 
for January an article on South Africa, 
This is: how the country appeared to 
him: 

“You land in South Africa at the foot 
of a mountain 3600 feet high. They call 
it Table Mountain, and the veil of mist 
that, excepting on very clear days, 
overhangs it, South -Africans are 
pleased to term the ‘tablecloth.’ Pre- 
senting a front of solid rock 1000 feet 
in height, perpendicular as a wall and 
for half a mile on top quite level, this 
mountain offers the best natural sign- 
board on earth. Time and again have 
English firms attempted with fabulous 
sums to secure it for advertising pur- 
poses, but as yet there has been no 
such defacement. 

“Table Mountain marks the tip end of 
the dark continent. Below it nestles oe 

ay 
stretching out in the foreground. On 
the west the mountain breaks off 
abruptly, and the railroad skirts about 
‘t to the interior. On’the east it slopes 
off into a hilly, picturesque formation 
known as the ‘Lion’s Back,’ and then 

ensbur 


Mountains. This is the only great moun- 


tain range south of the Zambesi, and 
by noting its location one may under- 
stand in a trice just what South Africa 
is geographically. 

“Steaming along the east coast from 
Cape Colony northward, you have the 
Drakensburg in view nearly al! the 
way to Beira, a distance of 2000 miles. 
In Cape Colony and Natal the moun- 
tains in many places dip to theewater's 
edge, and with a field glass one may 
see on their crags and peaks smoke 
curling up from the native villages. In 
Portuguese territory the moun 
cede slightly from the coast, 
Delagoa Bay there is an inter 
stretch of lowland twenty miles

COMPANY TO BLAME. 


‘TRAIN. WRECKED AT POMONA 
WAS RUNNING TOO FAST. 


Jury Finds That the Rate of Speed 


Was Exceptional not 
Only Dangerous, but 
Illegal. 


Coroner Arrives Upon the Scene and 
Holds an Inquest the Second 
Day After the Ac- 
cident. 


Southern Pacific Employees Try to 
Show That a Broken Wheel Did 
It—Condition of the 
Injured. 


POMONA, Dec. 26.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] If the verdict of a Coro- 
ner’s jury is worth anything in the way 
of fixing the culpability for violent 
deaths, the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company stands responsible for the 
deaths of the three unfortunate vic- 
tims of the wreck here Sunday night. 
After hearing the evidence of numerous 
witnesses the jury impaneled by Cor- 
oner Holland has rendered a verdict 
which practically declares that the ac- 
cident was due to the criminal negli- 
gence of the railroad company. Em- 
ployés of the company sought to con- 


vince the jury that the breaking of a 


wheel on the engine. the acci- 
and they did establish the fact 


the wreck. The witnesses not in the 


employ of the company, however, and 
there were many of them, testified that 
the train was running at a frightful 


rate of speed at the time the crash 
came, and the jury chose to believe 
these witnesses instead of the interested 
railroad men, and by its verdict fast- 


ened the blame for the accident upon 
the company. 


Almost before the steam was out of 
the demolished engine, and almost be- 
fore the dead and injured had been re- 
moved from the wreck, certain em- 
ployés of the company gave out the 
information that the disaster had been 
caused by the breaking of one of the 
wheels on the engine. Where they got 
this infagrmation they did not say. 
They could not have secured it from 
the unfortunate engineer, for he was 
unconscious and is still so. He could 
perhaps tell more of truth as to the 


other person, were he able, but 
‘he may never be able to an- 
/swer questions,. It is, of course, 
possible that a broken wheel did 


cause the wreck, but had the train 
been running at a rate of speed which 
was not illegal, the breaking of a wheel 
and the consequent derailment of the 
train would not have resulted in any 
such terrible wreck. 

Coroner Holland came out from Los 
Angeles this morning to hold an in- 
quest. His first duty, however, was to 
tell the people here why he was so 
long coming. He had been expected 
the day after the accident, and that he 
did not appear then was the subject of 
considerable comment of the kind that 
the Coroner would not like. His ex- 
planation was that he had not been 
notified and that he did not know until 
yesterday at noon that any persons had 
been killed in the wreck. He did not 
say why he did not come as soon as he 
received that information, or why he 
waited until today. 

The inquest began this morning and 
continued until late in the afternoon. 
The jury was composed entirely of Po- 
mona men. Representatives of the rail- 
road company were present in force, 


to show that the accident had been 
caused by a broken wheel, and that it 
could not have been avoided. They did 
not think the speed of the train had 
been greater than it usually is. The 
conductor of the trafi was among those 
who so testified. Citizens of this city 
and passengers on the train, however, 
told another story. Persons who live 
near the line of the railroad told of 
the great speed at which the train en- 
tered the city, saying that it was such 
as to attract their attention to that 
particular train. Passengers, too, tes- 
tified that the speed through the city 
had been such as to make them re- 
member it as being unusual for a local 
train in a town at: which a-stop was 
te be made. At noon the hearing of 
evidence was suspended until 2 o'clock 
P.m., when it: was resumed. The jury 
took the case soon after that hour, and 
after half an hour's deliberation re- 
turned this verdict: 

“We, the jury. find that the cause of 
death was a railroad accident on the 


bith residents of Los’ Southern Pacific Railroad in the city of 


Pomona, between White avenue and 
Cypress street, and our belief is that 
in accordance with the evidence in- 
troduced, said accident was the result 
of exceptional high rate of speed, 
which was, not only dangerous, but fI- 
legal.” 

The work of clearing away the débris 
at the scene of the wreck has been 
almost completed, and by tomorrow 
there will remain few signs of the dis- 
aster. The wrecking crew worked al! 
last night, and today and as fast as 
the sections of the wrecked engine and 
cars can be placed on trucks they are 
removed from the scene. 

P. Terride, the Frenchman. who was 
one of the most seriously injured vic- 
tims. of the wreck, is still unconscious. 
He was taken to the Pacific Hotel last 
night, and he is receiving every atten- 
tion there.
